test and announced that they would, 
make no fight upon the delegates. 
This morning, however, a message 


wa- received that the contest has been 
renewed, and that Thomas Davidson, 
a il attorney 
at Greensburg and a 
prominent Roosevelt leader, had filed 
a brief in the contest. 
It is under­ 
stood that the brief was based largely 
upon the report of Jo h n Overm yre, 
who made a visit to Jackso n and Je n ­ 
nings counties a -liort time ago. Judge 
Jo h n M. Lewi- ot this city, will pre­ 
pare the reply brief and will file hi- 
answ er before the meeting ot the n a­ 
tional committee. 
The brief submitted by Mr. D avid ­ 
son alleges that the delegates from 
Ja c k s o n and Jennings counties to the 


convention were not 
legally elected 
because a part of tlu* voters o f these 
two counties were disfranchised at 
the convention. 
The Roosevelt peo­ 
ple hope to he able to throw out the 
votes o f Jackso n and Jennings conn- , 
tics which will give them a m ajo rity 
in the convention.^ud they could then 
elect delegates-at~ large who would he 
favorable to Col. Roosevelt. 
The T a ft leaders in this city have 
not given the alleged contest much 
attention. 
The method ot electing 
delegates t<t the convention was the 
same this ye a r as has been adopted 
in previous years. 
No com plaint was 
registered at the time of the conven­ 
tion. that u n fair and unjust means 
were being employed. 
It is under­ 
stood that quite 
a number 
of the 
Roosevelt leaders in Jackso n county 
are opposed to the contest of dele- ! 
gates as they feel that no benefit will 
result, and fo r the good of the p arty; 
it would be better to keep out of a 
dispute. 
It is also understood that 
the Roosevelt managers do not antici- i 
pate (‘hanging the votes in Ja ck so n ; 
and Jennings counties but

for w hatever influence 
it might have upon others where they 
believe they have a good opportunity 
to secure additional delegates. 
The national committee will eon- j 
vene tom orrow and the eases which 
w ill be presented for settlement will 
then be taken up.

stated that lie had sent Darrow money 
with which to b rib e the jurors. Mr 
Gompers sa*d: 
“That is ab solutely 
false and untrue 
I never handled any 
of the McNamara fund and never paid 
any money to Darrow.” 


Ixis Angeles. June .r>.—When Bert H. 
Franklin 
testified that 
Darrow told 
him the $4,000 used for b rib ery could 
not b e traced b y the district attorney 
b ecause it came direct from Samuel 
Gompers, Clarence i Jar row’s trial on a 
charge of b rib ery of prospective jurors 
/In the J. B. McNamara case yielded 
another 
sensation. 
Franklin 
gave 
this 
testimony 
reluctantly 
after 
he 
had 
b een b adgered considerab ly b y 
Karl Rogers, chief counsel for Darrow, 
regarding his relations with Darrow, 
for whom Franklin had b een conflden 
tlal investigator. 
Mr. Rogers was pressing the witness 
to tell ab out his conferences with Dar­ 
row wtien the Gompers m atter came 
out. 
“ 1 would like you,” Mr. Rogers said 
to the witness, "to relate the con ver 
sation you had with Darrow ” 
“ Do you want it all? 
If you do, I’ll 
give it to you.” 
“Yes, all the truth.” 
“ Darrow said to me: 
‘Bert, if you 
plead guilty and get 
n fine, we will 
give you $.‘{,000 for your family.’ ” 
“ Did you ever have any other con­ 
versations with Darrow ab out your de­ 
f e n s e in court or any aspect of your 
case ?” 
“T ha t’s a difficult question to an­ 
swer,'' 
said 
the 
witness. 
Finally, 
after some controversy b etween coun­ 
sel. witness said: 
“I will answer it this way: 
I asked 
Mr. Darrow if the rumors ab out the 
$4.000 b eing traced b y the district at­ 
torney from a safety dejMJsit vault to 
him and from him to me, were true. 
Darrow said: 
This is not true, for it 
came direct from Sam Gompers.’ ” 
“Well,” said Rogers, with a sneer, 
“that was the conversation you did 
not wish to tell, was it?” 
"No,“ snapped Franklin. 
Franklin further testified that he 
asked Darrow if there was not a rec 
ord kept at the safe deposit of Job
